Looking  back  at  the  Division  1  Super  Bowl  it  is  not  difficult  to  figure  out  why  North 
Middlesex  won  and  the  Fitchburg  Red  Raiders  lost.    One  needs  only  to  go  back  and 
figure  out  who  won  the  key  matchups. 

The  battle  between  Patriots'  quarterback  Mark  Hancock  and  Red  Raider  defensive  ends 
Tim  Cannon  and  Tom  Wade  was  a  standoff.    But  that  was  to  North  Middlesex'  advan- 
tage.

Coverage  fell  to  the  Pats'  Rob 
Lavery  and  he  did  a  solid  job. 

F.H.S.  fullback  Bobby  Williams  (11  carries,  53  yards)  did  damage  in  the  first  half 
against  Omar  Connor  and  Dawson.    But  for  assorted  reasons,  Williams  was  not  a  factor 
in  the  second  half. 

F.H.S.  tailback  Zack  McCall  had  a  decent  game  yardage  wise  with  74  yards  on  16 
carries  but  he  fumbled  a  couple  of  times  and  missed  connections  with  Beaulac  on  a 
handoff,  possibly  because  he  has  trying  to  hard  to  make  the  big  play  his  team  needed.

Middlesex  team  on  this  day.
